ABOUT KITCHENER 


Resents Accusation and De- 
clares War Secretary Never 
Tendered Resignation 
Either to King or Premier. 


$2,000,000,000 CREDIT 
IS VOTED BY COMMONS 


Balfour Replies to Lynch 
When Latter Makes Bitter 
Attack on Government's 
Way of Conducting War. 


London, November 11.—Premier As- 
quith stated in the house of commons 
tonight that Field Marshal Earl Kitch- 
ener, secretary of state for war, had 
never tendered his resignation either 
to King George or to the premier, the 
only two persons to whom it could have 
been offered. 

This statement was made in reply to 
James Myles Hogge, member for East 
Edinburgh, who, during a discigsion of 
the suspension of The Globe newspa- 
per, declared his belief that the state- 
ment that Lord Kitchener had resigned 
was true and that the seizure of the 
paper because of the publication of the 
statement wads not justified. 
Premier Asquith, who immediately 
replied, said that Mr. Hogge accused 
him of “ a deliberate and inexcusable 
falsehood,” and to make the matter 
quite clear he declared: 

„Earl Kitchener never tendered his 
resignation either to the king or my- 
self, the only two persons to whom he 
could have tendered it. Earl Kitchener 
never breathed a word of resignation 
to either.” 

Needed in Near East. 


The decision to send Lord Kitchener | 


to the Near Hast, the premier added, 
was taken by the cabinet on Thurs- 
Gay (November 4.) Serious informa- 

n, whieh led the government to take 
the decision, was brought to their 


nesday. The premier “repudiated the 
charge that The Globe had been sin- 
gled out for special treatment.

“Whether a man is indispensable or 
not to his business will be decided, not 
by the man or his employer, but by

London, November 11.— Earl St. Ald- 
wyn, former chancellor of the excheq- 
uer, during the debate on the neces- 
sity for greater economy, which was 
resumed this evening in the house of 
lords, declared that whatever the finan- 
cial requirements were, they would be 
met. He believed the country would 
find the money, and that there was no 
reason for faint-heartedness in these 
matters, giving the foes of the nation 
cause to rejoice, but the government 
was bound to exercise far more than it 
had yet exercised the means of econo- 
mizing at its disposal.

Louisville, Ky., November 11.—The 
election of former Congressman Au- 
gustus O. Stanley, democrat, as gover- 
nor of Kentucky, was conceded in a 
statement issued tonight by Edwin P. 
Morrow, republican gubernatorial can- 
didate in the election of November 2. 
Mr. Morrow also set at rest widespread 
rumors that the republicans might con- 
test the election of Mr. Stanley before 
the legislature.

STIRS WASHINGTON 


Grave Interest Taken in Re- 
port That Lifehoats Were 
Shelled After Steamer Had 
Come to Halt. 


Washington, November 11.—Official 
reports describing exactly how the Ital- 
lan liner Ancona yed still 
werd unavailabde 2. 
quence, Secretary, Lansing refrained 
from ezpréessing any Opinion ‘as to the 
attitude of the United States. 

Press reports indicating that the An- 
cona was given warning, but that many 
passengers were lost as a result of 
shots fired by the attacking submarine 
after the liner came to a halt, were 
read here with grave interest. High 
officials of the American government 
hold that when heeding warning a 
belligerent merchantman is entitled to 
sufficient time to place non-combatants 
in a place of safety, and that the fact 
that a vessel previously attempted to 
escape does not invalidate that right. 

Detailed Report Awaited. 

Many phases of the question were 
discussed informally by officials during 
the day, but with the reservation that 
formal comment or action necessarily 
must await detailed reports from Am- 
bassador Page at Rome, and American 
consuls in Italy and North Africa, who 
have been instructed to obtain affida- 
vits from survivors. So far it has been 
impossible to ascertain definitely the 
number of American citizens lost. 

Conflicting reports concerning the 
colors raised by the submarine which 
attacked the Ancona attracted much 
attention. If one report-—-that the 
submarine flew a German flag is ¢on- 
firmed, officials said this would be 
considered as an act of war sufficient 
to serve notice that Italy and Germany 
were in a state of war. 

No Declaration of War. 

There never has been any declara- 
tion of war between the two countries 
so far as the state department is ad- 
vised, and the custom has been in cases 
of this kind to await some overt act 
as an evidence of the state of hostili- 


ies. 

Should it develop that the submarine 
was manned by a German naval force 
and flew a German flag, it is consider- 
ed certain that the question will be 
made the subject of immediate diplo- 
matic correspondence by the United 
States with the German foreign office. 
Every means of clearing up such points 
through American diplomatic and con- 
sular sources in Italy will be ex- 
hausted, however, before either the 
Austrian or German government is ap- 
proached.

ITALIANS RENEW

Vienna, November 11.—(Via Paris, 
November 12.)—The following official 
communication was issued today: 

“Russian theater: West of Czartorysk 
we repulsed a Russian attack. West 
ot falowka, Austro - Hungarian 
troops, accompanied by German, bat- 
teries, repulsed the enemy on the Styr. 
Seven officers and 200 men and eight 
machine guns remained in our hands. 

„Italian theater: The Italians have 
renewed their efforts to capture Gori- 
zia. During the interval since the third 
Isonzo battle, they have concentrated 
further troops in the region of Gorizia. 
Yesterday, after heavy artillery prepa- 
ration, lasting several hours, the Ital- 
ians commenced a general attack on 
the whole front from Plava to the 
Mountain Dei Seibusi. 

“Again we have repulsed all on- 
slaughts, partly by artillery and partly 
by hand-to-hand fighting with the 
heaviest enemy losses. heir offen- 
sive has been completely paralyzed. 

“Southwestern theater: East of Tre- 
binje, we repulséd a strong Montene- 
grin attack, the enemy suffering 
heavily. The Austro-Hungarian troops 
advancing southward from Uzice yes- 
terday got half way to Novavaros. 
Northeast of Ivanjica, we threw the 
enemy out of several positions on the 
Camernoi bridge. 

The Germans under General Koevess, 
have repelled the Serbians in the re- 
gion of Stolovi Planina. East of this 
aren the Austro-Hungarian troops 

ave forced an ascent of Kronja Jela 
and Poteled. In Trstenua a thousand 
Serbians were made prisoners. In 
Vrnjackabanja, southwest of Trstenik, 
the Serbians left a field hospital with 
a thousand wounded officers and men 
and one doctor. 

“The army of General von Gallwitz 
is fighting northeast of Brus and on 
the northern slopes of the Jastrebac 
mountains. The Bulgarian forces have 
crossed the Morava near Aleksinac.” 
FULL TEXT OF TODAY’S 
GERMAN STATEMENT. 

Berlin, November 11.—(Via London.} 
The text of the German official state- 
ment today reads: 

„In the western theater: At several 
points on the front there have been 
artillery duels and vigorous mine and 
hand grenade activity. An English 
aeroplane was obliged to land north- 
west of Bapaume. The occupants of 
the machine were taken prisoner. 

“In the eastern theater: Army group 
of Field Marshal von Hindenburg: Near 
Kememerne, west of Riga, three at- 
tacks made 8 by the Russians, 
supported by fire from ships’ guns, 
were repulsed. 

“During the night our troops, undis- 
turbed by the enemy, have withdrawn 
from the wooded land to the west and 
southwest of Shlok, which on account 
of the rains of the past few days, has 
become a swamp. 

Near Borsemuende, southeast or 
Riga, an enemy attack could not be 
carried out. In a small counter at- 
tack we took more than 100 Russian 
prisoners. 

“Army sop of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: he situation is unchanged. 

“Army group of General von Linsin- 
gen: upported by German artillery 
Austro-German troops drove the Rus- 
sians out of Kosceushnovka, north of 
the Kovel-Sarny railroad line, and out 
of their adjoining positions to the south 
thereof.

The attempt upon the part of the 
house majority to overthrow the rules 
of the house by placing a senate bill 
upon its passage on Thursday, when 
the rules of the house provide that 
such bills may be passed in the house 
only on Mondays and Fridays, failed.

These words were added by Mr. Full- 
bright of Burke, acting vice chairman 
of the rules committee, at the instruc- 
tion of Speaker Burwell, ex-officio 
chairman of-thé rules committee, upon 
the ground that it had been the sense 
of the action of the rules committee, 
but that the words had been inadver- 
tently omitted from the report of the 
committee as submitted to the house. 

The effect of the alteration was a 
change in the parliamentary standing 
of Mr. Blackburn's fight, which would 
have made the fight practically fruit- 
less. 

The fight was at all times hot Thurs- 
day. 

it became known night before last 
that the majority would attempt to 
overthrow the rules 6f the house. At 
that time it appeared tha it would be 
done by a motion on the floor of the 
house, which the chair would rule out of 
order, and a sustained appeal from the 
decision of the chair would overthrow 
the rules in spite of the speaker. 


FIGHT IN RULES 
COMMITTEE. 


However, when the house convened 
the fight was inaugurated through the 
rules committee, instead of over the 
head of the speaker, which relieved the 
speaker of the duty of having to take 
the floor of the-house in defense of the 
rules of the house, which he would 
probably otherwise have had to do.

Main Points. 


While the ordinance was not drawn 
up, the following main points were 
decided wpon: 

Not over 6,000 feet of film shall be 
kept on hand in any place of business 
without a special permit from the board 
of firemasters. . 

Permjts will not be granted for over 
5,000 feét of film outside of the terri- 
tory bounded by the following streets: 
Cain, cn the horth; Ivy, street and Cen- 
tral avenue, on the east; Trinity ave- 
nue, On the south, and Madison avenue, 
on the west. 

No permit will be granted for the 
storage of films within 50 feet of the 
nearest wall of any scheol building, 
theater, assembly hall or college. 

"> Bileetrie Lights. 

All buildings in which films are 
stored or kept must be lighted only 
by electricty, equipped with water 
sprinklers and have fire-proof vaults 
of special construction. 

All buildings in which films are kept, 
must have flre-proof walls and self- 
closing doors. 

Only as many as three reels of film 
shall be kept by one operator at a time 
when making repairs or patching. All 
other films shall be kept in a fire- 
proof box. 

All rooms in which films are kept 
shall have water and sand buckets and 
fire extinguishers, and in such rooms 
no pipe, cigar or cigarette shall be 
lighted. 

A fine not exceeding $200 is provided 
for any violation of the ordinance. 

When the ordinance is drawn it will 
contain explicit directions for carrying 
out of all its requirements. It will be 
introduced in council next Monday aft- 
ernoon.

BAD BUSINESS! 

The proposal] that the institutions of the 
state which are maintained and operated 
for the benefit of the children and the 
helpless shall be made to suffer because a 
legislative minority attempts to block the 
passage of extreme prohibition bills does 
not, we are sure, reflect the sentiment of 
the general assembly. 

What have the children, the young men 
and the young women of Georgia to do 
with the minority filibuster that for the 
moment impedes the passage of the meas- 
ures which the majority will undoubtedly 
put through?

Ghowing. fapidiy — month to month, 
and even from week to week, under Euro- 
pean war conditions, the September foreign 
trade of the United States was the greatest 
in all our history. Our exports for that 
month alonz amounted to more than 
3300, 000, 000, as compared with 3261, 000, 000 
in August and 3156, 000,000 in September, 
1914. 

The balance of trade in favor of the 
United States for the nine months of the 
calendar year 1915, ending September 30, 
reached the vast total of 31,230,390, 381. 
These enormous figures give some idea of 
the tremendous rate at which our foreign 
trade is expanding, in their showing that 
the nine months’ trade of the present calen- 
dar year leaves us with a trade balance 
nearly 25 per cent greater than the twelve 
months of the fiscal year which ended 
June 30. 

If the increase keeps up at the rate at 
which it is now going, as indicated by these 
figures, we may find ourselves on July 1 
next with a fiscal year’s trade balance of 
two billion instead of one. 

Of the total exports for the nine months 
of the fiscal year, aggregatingg 32,532, 485, 
167, one-sixth is represented by crude ma- 
terials for use in manufacturing, while 
nearly one-third is represented by exports 
of foodstuffs and food aninials. Actual war 
munitions were considerably less than one- 
sixth of the total amount. 

Unquestionably a very large proportion 
of this foreign trade is due to the cessation 
of productive activity in England, France, 
Italy, Russia and other countries seriously 
affected by war conditions. The end of the 
war will naturally bring cessation to the 
demand for ammunitions and steel products, 
but the process of rehabilitation will un- 
questionably demand continued large ship- 
ments of food and clothing products. 

It is interesting to note in this connec- 
tion that imports are showing a tendency to 
increase, although not yet to an extent to 
give assurance that there will be any sub- 
stantial growth in national customs reve- 
nues. This fact itself, however, lends even 
greater stress to the marvelous growth of 
our balance of trade, which has long since 
placed us in the forefront of the commercial 
nations of the world.

GERMANY’S FOOD SUPPLY. 


Diametrically opposite stories continue 
to come out of Germany with reference to 
that country’s supply of food; One commu- 
nication points to the fact that the govern- 
ment has taken over from the municipali- 
ties the control of foodstuffs, and has pro- 
hibited the sale of meat on two days in 

e week, as evidence that the situation 
is becoming serious. These measures cer- 
tainly would seem to indicate that drastic 
measures have been found necessary to the 
conservation of the food supply for the win- 
ter months. 

On the other hand the iia press 
propaganda is sending out stories the world 
over to the effect that the food supply of 
that country is plentiful and that prices are 
low. Government intervention in the mat- 
ter of controlling the food supply is ex- 
plained on the ground of protection of the 
poorer classes against extortionate prices 
which might otherwise be charged, 

Declaring that the year’s harvest has 
been so abundant, including among other 
things, 1,200,000,000 hundredweight.of pota- 
toes, that much of the old crop carried over 
must be fed to cattle, a Berlin Sepa 
says: 

It is true that our enemies were shut 
us off from importation and seek to 
starve out the peaceful working popula- 
tion. Thereby the entire economic life 
of Germany has been chan Trade 
relations have been altered. The old law 
of supply and demand no longer con- 
trols the market as in Govern- 
mental regulations have replaced this 
law in order to prevent too high prices 
for the poor. We have in Germany car- 
ried over so much from the old inevest 
to the new that we are compelled to re- 
duce the supply by 60,000,000 hundred- 
weight, which will be fed to the cattle. 
We can do this because we are now as- 


sured of the goodness and plenty of our 
crop.

Cabinet Officer Makes Re- 


men’s Law by Chairman 
McSweeney, of Boston. 


Savannah, Ga., November 11.—Speak- 
ing here this morning before the con- 
vention of the Atlantic Deeper Water- 
ways association, Secretary of Com- 
merce William C. Redfield departed 
from his subject, “The Relation of 
Waterways to Commerce,” long enough 
to reply briefly to an attack made yes- 
terday upon the new seamens law by 
Edward F. McSweeney, chairman of 
the directors of the port of Boston. 

The secretary asserted that more 
capital had been invested in the last 
six months in American shipping that 
in the three previous years combined. 


Statistics quoted by Mr. McSweeney, 
he said, were not up to date and did 


over-seas commerce. The United States, 
-he declared, has solved the problem of 
handling freight on the seas and the 
Great Lakes cheaper than any other 
nation. 

“Let me say simply,” said Secretary 
Redfield, “that the mind of America is 
awake to the fact that we need and 
must have our place upon the sea; that 
our means of delivery must be within 
our own control; that we can no longer 
depend upon the desire for profit of 
those who would let us hire their ships 
for our purposes, but whose needs may 
at any time make it undesirable for 
them to continue to permit our using 
their vessels as we wish. 

Must Have Free Hand. 

“We must have a free hand in this 
matter, controlled in the sole interests 
of the movement of the American com- 
merce as a whole. We can no longer 
do our great and growing trade abroad 
by permission of any one else, ...A 
merchant marine under our own con- 
trol is a vital necessity, ... and pub- 
lic opinion will not rest until the prob- 
lem is in one way dr another, perhaps 
in many ways, worked out.“ 

Among others who spoke this morn- 
ing was Henry L. West, New York, 
secretary of the National Security 
league, who said that “the war in Eu- 
rope has given to the projeot of the 
coastal waterway a new significance.”
